BOYS WIN HUNGER STRIKE. 


Philadelphia Students Can Now Eat 
Their Lunches Out Doors.

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., May 8.— 
After eighteen months’, controversy, 
which resulted refently in a hunger 
strike, the 3,000 boy students at the 
Central High School here have won the 
privilege of bringing their own lunches 
and eating them outdoors, instead of 
having to-buy the food supplied by the 
city and eat it inside the school at»noon. 
Dr. Robert Thompson, President of the 
school, granted their demands to-day. 

As a result of the settlement of the 
trouble, the boys purchased their lunches 
to-day from the counters provided by 
the school and then -went out in the 
school yard and ate them, Last week 
the -school lost hundreds of dollars on 
account. of the refusal of the students 
to patronize the city sandwich and 
milk supply. 

The settlement has several conditions 
attached, namely, that the students do 
not go beyond the limits of the school 
yard during the lunch recess, that they 
da not smoke or flirt with the girls, and 
that they refrain from throwing things 
at passing automobiles. A teacher and 
a student will be placed at.each end of 
the yard to see that these rules are 
obeyed.

Controller. Williams Wants to 
Know About $11,000,000 
Loan to Billard. 


RAILROAD ._HEADS CALLED

WASHINGTON, May 8—Following a 
clue dropped by-John L. “Billard in: his 
testimony yesterday inthe Interstate 
Commerce Commissions investigation 
into the financing of the New Haven 
Railroad, John Skelton Williams, Con- 
troller of the Currency, began an inquiry 
to-day to see whether the National City 
Bank of New York in 1909 did not vio- 
late the national banking laws in lend- 


ing more than $11,000,000 on 100,985). 


shares of Boston & Maine stock. 

Mr. Williams, it is said, wants to know 
whether at that time the law. did” not 
prohibit the National City Bank: with 
its . capitalization from lending; more 
than $5,000,000 to a single customer. As 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury he 
had a somewhat similar inquiry into the 
National City Bank’s loans to street 
railways of Chicago, tut no action was 
taken, following that inquiry. 

Mr. Williams’s inquiry began to-day 
with his. request to Joseph W. Folk, 
solicitor for the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, for a certified copy of the 
check used in the Boston & Maine 
transaction und a transcript of certain 
testimony before the Commission, That 
check was for $11,101,138, under date 
of Oct. 5, 1909. It was signed by H. M. 
Kochersberger, Vice-President of the 
New Haven, and A. 8S. May, its Treas- 
urer. The check was made out in favor 
of the National City Bank, drawn on 
the Farmers Loan and Trust Company 
of New York. 

William Rockefeller, George F. Baker, 
George Macculloch Miller, and Cass 
Ledyard of New York, all Directors of 
the -New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, have been caMea to testify 
next Wednesday before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Former Presi- 
dent Mellen of the road will be called 
later to tell of transactions between the 
railroad and the Billard Company. 

It is probable that Timothy E. Byrne, 
one time assistant to former President 
Mellen, will testify on Monday. F. D. 
Robbins, chief counsel of the New 
Haven, who has been prominently ident- 
ified in the testimony with the affairs 
of the Billard €ompany, is expected to 
take the stand Tuesday. 


Following Up Billard Testimony. 


The gathering together of loose. ends 
of ‘several minor transactions and the 
Piecing together of testimony characteér- 
ized the hearing to-day.

EUROPE FEARS MASSACRE. 


Talks of Joint Action.

* So critical dé some European dip=- 
lomatists consider the present devel- 
opments of the Mexican situation 
that they have made representations 
to Secretary Bryan and frankly 
asked him whether the United States 
was .aware of what they feared and 
whether it. would take.any steps to 
prevent wholesale ‘murder. 

“Mr.. Bryan’s replies have: been 
evasive and unsatisfactory.. In sub- 
stance he told the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives that the United States 
could be relied upon to take what- 
ever measures were necessary to pro- 
tect foreigners; but what those meas- 
ures are or may be, or where they will 
be put in operation, he does not re- 
veal. The diplomatists left him with 
the impression that he regards the 
reports from Mexico City as exag- 
gerated and the men who make them 
as alarmists. 

“Mr. Bryan evidently believes that 
when Huerta goes and Carranza or 
Villa comes there will be as little jar 
or friction as when in the United 
States the term of one President ends 
and that of his successor begins. What 
disturbs the diplomatists is that Mr. 
Bryan has clearly given not the least 
thought to what may happen in -Mex- 
ico after the fall of Huerta. He has 
concentrated all his thought on the 
elimination of Huerta and has had no 
time to consider the future; and they 
believe he would not have given. the 
matter any study had they § not 
brought it to his attention: 

“Tt is, of course, impossible. to. say 
whether. Mr. Bryan is right in‘ be- 
Heving that reports are exaggerated; 
but the Ministers in Mexico are men 
of experience and sound judgment, and 
weight must be attached to the re-

However, 
it \is believed that the soldier is dead. 

The Mexican officer said to Lieut.-Col. Taggart: 

“Maybe your man smoked a poisoned cigarette. Mex- 
ican women in Vera Cruz give them to men and they always 
go crazy.”

OFFERS AID TO AMERICANS 
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Constitutionalist Envoy Gives Writ- 
ten Promise of Full Protec- 
tion to Foreigners.

WASHINGTON, May §8&. — Secretary 
Bryan has. recognized the Constitution- 
alists as a faction in de facto control of 
the territory occupied by them in north- 
ern Mexico. 

At least, this ts the construction that 
the confidential agents of the Carran- 
zistas in Washington put upon the ac- 
tion of the Secretary of State in receiv- 
ing a memorandum from Sefior Rafael 
Zubaran Capmany, and in receiving 
Sefior Zubaran himself, who is in Wash- 
ington on @ confidential mission from 
Gen. Carranza. 

Sefior Zubaran, -who is Jefe del De- 
partmento’ de Gobernacion; ‘ or acting 
Minister of the Interior of the Constitu- 
tionalist military 0: came. to 
Washington with credentials ‘signed. by 
Gen. Venustiano Carranza, the first 
chief of the Constitutionalist military 
Government These credentials made 
him a special envoy delegated to per- 
form a particular service, That mission 
was to make clear the attitude and feel- 
ings of the Constitutionalists and ot &he 
people of Mexico toward the United 
States. 

Immediately after his arrival here last 
week Sefior Zubaran went into confer- 
ence with the Constitutionalist junta in 
Washington and drafted 2 memorandum 
to be presented to Secretary Bryan. This 
was handed to Mr. Bryan on Monday, 
May 4. 

Sefior Zubaran himself did not 
the memorandum personally. 
handed to Secretary Bryan by a ind 
in the employ of the United States Gov- 
ernment, on close terms of relationship 
both with President Wilson and re- 
tary Bryan. 

Bryan hacetven the Envoy. 


Secretary Bryan received the .memo- 
randum, studied its contents, and on 
the following day—May 6—personally re- 
ceived Sefior Zubaran in his office at 
the Btate Department. What transpired 
in that conversation has not been dis- 
¢losed; But Secretary Bryan, without 

comment or explanation, to-day handed 
to the press the text of the memoran- 
dum. No written answer has been made 
by Mr. Bryan to the Zubaran memo- 
rahdum. What verbal response, if any, 
Was made cannot be. learned here to- 
night. 

It is not argued that the receipt of 
this memorandum and the reception of 
‘Sefer Zubaran constitute formal rec- 
ognition of. any Government headed by 
Gen. Carranza. But.it is contended that 
the acceptance of the memorandum 
and the. personal reception of Sefior 
Zpbaran after he had caused such & 
memorandum to be delivered, is - re- 
garded by the Constitutionalists as “ the 
recognition of the Constitutionalists as 
a faction in de facto control of the terri- 
tory occupied, by them 

The Constitutionalists are not expect- 
ihg this action on the part of Mr. Bryan 
to be followed-by. any more definite act 
of recognition at this time. The Con- 
stitutionalists, it is explained, do not 
lay claim to having -been elected as, the 
Constitutional -Goevernment, .in Mexico.

Refugees Complain of Being Shang- 
haied by Rescue Ships.

GALVESTON, May 8.—Many of the 
refugees who have arrived here from 
Tuxpam and Tampico say. that they 
were shanghaied by the United States 
Government and taken away from the 
Mexican Coast when they did not want 
to come. .Most of them were workers 
in the oil fields, some British .subjects 
and some Americans.

“The boats moved out into the gulf, 
and we thought they were getting far 
enough away from shore to be out of 
danger in case they were fired on, or 
there was fighting, but we found too 
late that we were coming to Galveston. 
The ship’s officers would not put us 
ashore then and we 39 to dome on to 
this country.”

They were 
arrested yesterday at Groton, Mass., on 
the complaint of Post Office Inspectors 
Mayhew and Swain, who have been 
working on the case for months. They 
are expected in this city this morni

sistant District Attorney Julian T. Hart- 


‘| ridge, the couple have obtained in the 


last few years from their friends and 
acquaintances may be $300,000 or $400,- 
000, and it reached their pockets on the 
strength of the excellent reputation 
which Mr. and Mrs. Griffin maintained. 
They lived for a time in a house in Park 
Avenue and afterward at the Great 
Northern and the Manhattan hotels, and 
kept up a position which enabled them 
to induce persons to give them large 
sums to invest on faith in their peraonet 
honesty. 

Griffin represented himself as a Yale 
graduate of 1892. His wife, who was a 
Miss Clara H. Holland of Belchertown, 
N. Y., at one time had a. stenographic 
bureau downtown, which as far as the 
Federal authorities know was a thor- 
oughly reputable concern. 

Griffin, belonged to the Republican 
Club and the Lawyers Club and was 
known to be interested in some kind 
of work for the uplift of the east side. 
He filled several trusteeships and sec- 
retaryships in the Federal District 
Court. He lived quietly and knew some 
of the best people, and though he 
seemed always to have money, he never 
called attention to himself’ by undue 
display. 

Méanwhile Griffin was well 
Ap- 
parently possessed of an assured posi- 
tion, she Was welcomed as an exponent 
of Mrs. Eddy’s doctrines. She wrote 
many papers, which were read before 
gatherings devoted to the cause and 
was considered a speaker of merit at 
women’s meetings, 

Mr. Hartridge said. yesterday that he 
suspected that Griffin began to lose in 
Wall Street, and that his wife’s wits 
came to his rescte. She remembered her 
former calling of stenographer, and is 
alleged to have devised a scheme for 
turning it to account.

Two mourners appeared on . the reg- 
ular beat shortly before noon, but they 
goon found the’ work of marching to 
and fro rather wearisome, and they re- 
tired indoors to the league’s headquar- 
ters, at 8 Trinity Place. ‘There they car- 
rled on a heated discussion as to their 
rights as pickets.and mourners, but none 
cared to demonstrate his rights during 
a downpour of rain. 

thur Caron, who has been one of 
the chief mourners, recalled that he was 
once a leader of meetings of the unem- 
ployed in Rutgers Square, and he de- 
parted for his old stand with a bundle 
of books under his arm, which he pro- 
posed selling during a speaking tour of 
the east side.

CALL WASSERMAN ‘GRAFTER’’ 


Jacob Hertz and Other Edst Siders 
Tell of Paying Money. 


Jacob Hertz, former owner of several 
disorderly. houses on the east side, was 
a witness yesterday at the trial of the 
$100,000 libel suit brought by Joseph A. 
Wasserman, a former policeman and a 
candidate for Sheriff of Bronx Coun- 
ty, against The Bronx Home News.

Four other witnesses testified that 
they had seen money passed to Wasser- 
man. One of them, John L. Costello, a 
saloon keeper, swore that Wasserman 
got $50 a month for more than a year 
for allowing him to keep. open. after 
hours: «CosteHo said the-policeman told 
him that other saloon keepers were pay- 
ing $100 for the same privilege. . Ac- 
cording to Costello, Wasserman came 
into the saloon after hours,,when it was 
open, and collected his money. Several 
manths after he gavé up his saloon, he 
said, he met Wasserman and asked him 
where he was stationed.

VETERANS TRUDGE IN RAIN 


Mgr. Lavelle Preaches Sermon After 
Mass—Body Taken to Wash- 
ington for Burlal To-day. 


Between lines of watchers who” bared 
their. heads as the flag-covered coffin 
passed, a. military funeral procession 
Marched up Fifth Avenue from Ninth 
Street to St. Patrick’s Cathedral yes- 
terday morning. On a gun caisson amid 
a guard of honor, composed of his old 
comrades in the civil war, was the body 
of Major Gen. Daniel. E. Sickles, com- 
‘mander’ of the Third’ Army Corps and 
one of ‘the last of the heroes of Gettys- 
burg. 

On top of the coffin lay the blue and 
gold-braided war cap of the General, 
his sword, his golden epaulettes. These 
and the bent, .white-haired old soldiers:

touched with a sentiment of reverence 
the workaday thousands lined up along 
both sidewalks and leaning from the 
windows of the stores along the avenue. 
So they bared their heads as the coffin 
passed, and told one another in many 
varieties of English and foreign dia- 
lects that it was Gen. Sickles’s funeral, 
and that he had been a famous warrior. 

Long before 10 o’clock the military 
procession began to get ready for forma- 
tion in the side streets and on the ave- 
nue near the Sickles home at 23 Fifth 
Avenue.

Cut in Price Sends Circulation Up 
(from 53,000 to 170,000 Copies: 
Special Cable to THE NEW YORE TIMES. 
LONDON, Saturday, May 9.—An in- 

teresting development in -London’s 

newspaper war is the publication in 





The Times this morning of the cireu- 


lation figures of the “ Thunderer ” for 
the last fifty years. 

In 1908 its cireulation was 25,000. 
In 1866, the year of the Austro-Ger- 
man war, its circulation was 70,000, 
the highest point touched until, with 
the reduction in price. to 2 cents,. the 
figures jumped to 170,000. The -fig- 
ures of the average daily circulation 
given are: 1864, 65,000; 1866, 70,673; 
1876, 62,975; 1880, 56,942; 1890, 40,- 
568; 1900, 88,176; 1910, 44,841. In 
1913 the figures were 53,130. 

The Times points out that its cir- 
culation to-day is practically five 
times larger than it ‘was eleven Years 
ago. The average daily citculation for 
the first six days of May is given as 
170,825. It is to be noted that these 
figures refer to the gross circula- 
tion, which is subject to reduction 
by. the return of unsold copies. 
The paper speaks of them as showing 
its “unquestioned supremacy among 
journtls issued-at.its own price.” The 
Times goes on to say that in future its 
actual net sales will be announced, as 
was formerly the custom of The Times 
and all other newspapers. 

The recent change in price of The 
Times has completely revolutionized 
the position of the penny morning 


newspapers in London. With the ex- 
ception of The Times, however, it is 
not likely that any of them will vent- 
ure on a diSclosuré of that which Mr. 
Delane 80 consistently _ urged—the 
number. of copies ‘actually sold to the 
public.

LABOR PROSECUTIONS. 

In this State there have been now 
three decisions, by Judges MAayrEr, 
‘WakD, and HovuGu, that the so-called 
secondary boycott is a violation of the 
penal law of New York. — Yet the 
Judges are so careful of the interests. 
of labor that they refuse a preliminary 
injunction for the protection of the in- 
terests damaged by these criminal con- 
spiracies. It is necessary to approve 
the decision of the Judges both re- 
garding the conspiracy and the refusal 
of the injunction against damage 
through it. It is not right that the. 
criminal law should be invoked in pri- 
vate litigations, or that an equity 
process should be invoked in proceed- 
ings which should be undertaken by a 
public prosecutor. 

These points are mentioned toy two 
reasons. The refusal of the injunction 
shows that it is unnecessary to deprive 
the courts of the power of injunction. 
No case has ever been cited of dam- 


, age to labor by the wrongful issue of 


an injunction, and it is sure that if 
the courts were deprived of this aid to 
equity damage would result to private 
interests. In the second place it is 
worth while to notice that private in- 
terests have been repeatedly success- 
ful in prosecuting labor conspiracies 
in cases where the’ public officials 
It -was so also in 
progecutions under the Federal anti- 
trust law. 

The accumulation of three judicial 
decisions procured by private interests 
against criminal conspiracies.of labor 
which have not. been challenged by the 
public prosecutor in New York shows 
conditions that call for attention—and 
action. Private prosecutors cannot 
enforce the criminal law, and when 
such laws are violated with impunity 
a license is given to offenses against 
public interests.‘ In these three cases 
the evidence has been given, the law 
has been declared, and those who profit 
by the violations of law are a mere 
fraction in number of those who suffer 
by the neglect to enforce the law. 
This makes the law a farce. 








A BLOW AT ENLIGHTENMENT. 
The action taken by the Senate,

It was urged in the Senate that co- 
operation of this kind has its dangers. 
Much of the discussion was bombast 
and need not be taken seriously; but 
one or two thoughtful men-~ partici- 
pated in the debate and appeared to 
share these feelings. They were ap- 
parently of the mind that the dangers 
in question did not attend co-opera- 
tion limited to local bodies; but this 
is, of course, a futile distinction. If 
Legislatures can be debauched by na-- 
tional organizations they can just as 
readily be influenced by local bodies. 
The truth is that safety in either case 
depends on the character and purpose 
of the men who are offering to co- 
operate; and when, as in the present 
case, the men offering to co-operate 
are such as President -ELioT, President 
Jupson, and Mr. PaGgE, the real ene- 
mies of the country are the men who 
place obstacles in their way. The suf- 
ferer is the poor farmer whose agri- 
cultural demonstrations are threat- 
ened, the poor negro whose industrial 
education may be cut off, the rural 
schoolboy whose opportunities for edu- 
cation may be lessened by this folly. 

It ought to be seriously considered 
whether such action as has just been 
taken by the Senate does not defeat its 
own intention to the extent that it is 
calculated to obstruct the socialization 
of great fortunes through intrusting 
their management to disinterested, in- 
dependent trustees, representing the 
best thought of the country. 








THE LORDS AND SUFFRAGE. 

We should say that the suffragists, 
as distinguished from the suffragettes, 
in England would regard the vote in 
the House of Lords with'a good deal 
ef satisfaction. -That even’ sixty 
members of that venerable body 
should be willing to vote for’ un- 
qualified equality of suffrage at this 
time is a result that could hardly 
have been expected. And it is note- 
worthy that among these sixty there 
are four Bishops and the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, representing certainly 
the most conservative of the intelli- 
gent classes in the United Kingdom. 
The support of Lord MoRgLEy is not 
so surprising, as’ that distinguished 
philosopher has never entirely cleared 
his mind of the a priori tendencies 
of his younger and more radical days 
when the “right” to vote séemed to 
him approximately a dictate of natural 
law. 

There does not appear to have been 
a very noteworthy debate of the mat- 
ter. The chief argument in opposi- 
tion, as reported, was that of Lord 
St. ALDwyrwn, who based his opposition 
on the fact. that women were in a 
majority in the United Kingdom, and 
to. grant them the Parliamentary 
suffrage would be to hand over the 
destinies. of the country and the em- 
pire to a female electorate, a step 
fraught with peril. On the face of it 
the logic of this argument is un- 
answerable. But obviously it rests 
on the assumption that the ‘“‘ females ” 
would vote as a class, which is a very 
broad assumption indeed, and one not 
in harmony with experience. As a 
mere matter of logic chopping the 
argument is no better than the one 
used fifty years ago, and often since, 
as to the extension of suffrage among 
men. It was then said; and it. was 
true, that the ignorant in. the re- 
formed electorate would be in: the 
majority. But it has been found 
that they did not vote in a solid. mass 
of ignorants, but divided up about 


,equally between the different parties. 


It is safe to infer that the women 
would do the same.

holding of the primaries on the first 
day of registration. Gov. GLYNN may 
save the Fall elections from corrupt 
practices by repeating his special 
message of the regular session urging 
these reforms. 








COMPLAINTS OF THE REFUGEES. 

There is no lack of sympathy for the 
unfortunate men and women who have 
been brought out.of Mexico since the 
occupation of Vera Cruz. There is not 
the slightest disposition to criticise 
them harshly for not heeding the 
warning of the United States Govern- 
ment.and abandoning their business 
and their homes in Mexico before cir- 
cumstances compelled them to seek 
safety in flight. Many of them have 
lost all their possessions. All have 
suffered hardship. Some have been 
subjected to the most brutal treatment 
at the hands of ignorant Mexican sol- 
diers. 

But it is well to bear in mind. that 
their testimony against Mexico and 
the Mexicans is inevitably prejudiced, 
that- their judgment, in the circum- 
stances, is not infallible, and that the 
complaints those of them who were 
brought out of the desolate land by 
way of Tampico have made against 
Admiral Mayo, for removing his war- 
ships from the harbor at that port 
before all his compatriots were res- 
cued, are especially short-sighted and 
ill-judged. The Agmiral’s explanation 
of his. action was perfectly satisfac- 
tory. As a matter of fact, the ships 
left the harbor under orders to join 
Admiral FLETCHER’s fleet at Vera 
Cruz, and when the order was coun- 
termanded Admiral Mayo did not_re- 
enter the harbor because he received 
information that if he did so there 
would be attacks on the Americans 
in Tampico by the populace. Satis- 
factory arrangements were made for 
the removal of American refugees by 
German and English ships. 

There is nothing to prove the con- 
trary in the wild manifesto signed by 
the refugees on the Esperanza. With 
the afflictions of these persons we 
must have the largest sympathy, but 
we cannot accept their angry denun- 
ciations of their country and its naval 
officers as important contributions to 
history. Similarly,:the condemnation 
of American policy by certain refugees 
at New Orleans is interesting but not 
important. The foreign policies of 
any country are always open to criti- 
cism, but we cannot accept as sound 
international law the idea of persons 
who have suffered privation in foreign 
lands that their country’s first duty is 
to help them and punish with fire and 
sword. all who have misused them. 

The Mexican question as it confronts 
the President of the United States is 
much deeper and more intricate than 
such judges are able to_ comprehend. 
They have been brought out of dan- 
ger, and they were duly warned ofits 
existence months ago. We do not 
blame them for holding on to their 
possessions and running the risk, but 
they are mistaken in supposing that 
we maintain an army and navy for 
the sole purpose of enabling American 
citizens to-live safely in countries in 
which enemies of their own country 
abound. ~The comments of Secretary 
DANIELS on the complaints of, some 
of the refugees, spoken to a delega- 


'jtion’ on Thursday, were quite to the 


point. He received. them expecting 
an expression of gratitude for their 
rescue. The rebuke he administered 
to them was merited.

COLORADO’S MINE OWNERS. 


The “Concessions” They Granted 
Were All Required by Law. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

To any one interested in the strike situa- 
tien in Colorado the statement of J. D. Rocke- 
feller, Jr., published in TH TIMES on 
Wednesday, April 29, is worth studying. Un- 
der the caption ‘‘ Concessions Already Grant- 
ed’’ are enumerated five points that he 
claimed were.generously given by the Fuel 
Company: to the striking miners: The eight- 
hour day, semi-monthly pay, check weigh- 
men, trading at the company stores not com- 
pulsory, and wages... He forgot to put in 
wages to,be paid in United States currency 
and not in scrip. 

These five ‘‘ concessions’’ were made, he 
says, ‘‘some time ago,’’ a skillfully am- 
biguous term. But does the general. reader 
“know that every one of those ‘‘ concessions "’ 
was a law on the statute books of Colorado? 
They were laws put there by the voters of 
Colorado for the protection. of. our miners, 
but ignored by the operators until Mr. 
Rockefeller. and- his associates decided to 
grant them as ‘‘ concessions.”’ ” ‘ 

This, .however, he decided to.do ‘‘ some 
time ago.’’- When was this indefinite date? 
At a_conference. between the strikers and 
operators called by Gov. Ammons on Nov. 
7, 1918, the Governor at that time ° urged 
that the operators guarantee the employment 
of check weighmen, abolish the scrip sys- 
tem, observe the regulations of the éight- 
hour .law, rermit employes to trade where 
they pleased, insure the observance of the 
semi-monthly pay day, and observe to the 
letter all the provisions of the coal mine in- 
spection law.’’ 

Here We have on Nov. 7, 1913, the Gev- 
ernor urging the operators to observe the 
laws of the State. -Therefore, it would seem 
that “Mr. Rockefeller’s ‘‘ concessions '’ must 
tave followed this date. Why had they not 
been’ observed before? Because the miners 
unorganized could do’ nothing. 

Many of them’ were content, it is said. 
Perhaps they were, for. they were ignorant 
of the laws made to protect them. They: took 
it_as part of the day’s work that thirty-nine 
of their number should be killed as they 
were in New Castle, ‘through indifférence to 
the law of mine inspection. They patiently 
allowed themselves to be cheated, not know- 
ing’ how to get the law for check weighmen 
enforced. They submitted hopelessly, or An 
ignorance, until Mr. Rockefeller’s representa- 
tives decided to concede to them. things that 
were already theirs by law. N 
The open shop and ‘‘the right of every 
American citizen. to work on terms satisfac- 
tory to himself’? makes a strong appeal to 
the fairminded man, but when one finds that 
the company hiding behind that appeal has

To the Editor of The NewYork Times: 
A matter of ‘great public: Tipctthace 
has’ not’ been mentioned among those 
demanding consideration by the Consti- 
tutional Convention to be held at Albany 
in May, 1915. That matter is the ‘Status 
of the present systems for the design, 
“construction, and operation *, public 
works of the State. . 
These systems are now in a condition 
about-as discordant and’ {ll co-ordinated 
as: they could well. be>. Charged with 
the administration of the’ public. works 
and the utilities which the State itself aa- 
ministers are the Department of the State 
Engineer and Surveyor, the Department 
of Public Works, the Highway Depart- 
ment, the Department of Health, the 
Conservation Commission, the.State Ar- 


Buildings, and the Bureau of Weights 
and Measures. In the exercise of the du- 
ties of these several departinents theré 
are striking cases of wasteful duplication 
and of uneconomical differentiation of 
duties and responsibilities, thus: 


Certain bridges are designed and built ” 
by the State Engineer’s Department and 
others by the Highway Department, 
though the ‘total amount of bridge work 
and the character of this work are not 
such as to warrant two independent bridge 
_ divisions. 

Certain public buildings are designed and 
built under .the direction of the State 
Architect; certain under the State Engi- 
neer, and a few by still Other depart- 
ments. 

While all canal construction is planned 
by the Department of the State Engineer, 
all construction work, repairs, and opera- 
tion, except the construction of the Barge 
Canal, is vested: in the Superintendent of 
Public Works, notwithstanding that the 

on, repairs, and operation of 
the 8 are quite as much, if not more, 
engineering functions as.is the preparation 
of plans for this work. 

The Department of thé State Engineer 
.includes an engineering .force trained and 
experienced in the design and construc- 
tion of dams, yet at the same time -the 
Conservation Commigsion is vested, by the 
act creating it, with the duty. of. inspect- 
ing and passing on the safety of all dams. 
This is clearly an. engineering function 
and should be transferred to the Depart- 
ment of the State Engineer. 

All plans for sewerage and sewage dis- 
posal works have’for years been required 
by law to be submitted by cities and 
towns. to the State Department. of Health 
for inspection and approval before being 
constructed ‘by the municipalities sub- 
mitting them,°but parallel and independent 
authority to inspect and approve is now 
vested by taw in the Conservation Com- 
mission so: far as relates to sewer out- 
‘lets and effluents into streams, and similar 
parallel authority so far as,relates to eut- 
lets*and effluents into the canals is vested 
in the Superintendent of Public Works. 

The Department of Health maintains a 
completely organized Division of Sanitary 
Engineering with a force of five or six 
specialists in the matters of water sup- 
ply, sewerage, sewage disposal, &c., and 
at the same time the plans for these spe- 
cial features of all State institutions. are 
planned by the State Architect's Depart- 
ment... This work,: as well as the sole au- 
thority to pass on and approve plans for 
all systems of sewerage and sewage dis- 
posal, now divided with the Conserva- 
tion Commission and the Superintendent 
of Public Works, should, on’ the grounds 
of efficiency and economy, be vested in the 
Department of Health. 

The sources of public water supply for 
municipalities are now under the control 
and protection of the Department. of 
Health, in part, and in part under the 
Conservation Commission. ‘Consolidation 


Health twould’ conducé tiot only to econ- 
_omy, but to much better protection and 
“control, and would greatly simplify the 
duties and procedure of municipal of- 
ficilals having charge ‘of such sources of 
water supply. 

The gauging of streams in the State has 
for many years been performed by the 
State Engineer’s Department, either inde- 
pendently or in. organized co-operation 
with the United States Geological Survey 
Hydrographic Division. Recently, however, 
the Conservation Commission has secured 
authority and appropriations for similar 
work which it is Carrying out. 

. These and other. cases of illogical dup- 
lication and differentiation and’ of im- 
perfect co-ordination of functions are 
the frequent cause of confusion, friction, 
annoyance and divided responsibility, 
and result in delay, inefficient service, 
and waste. 

In general, theoretically at least, the 
public policy of minimum constitutional 
limitation and maximum legislative dis- 
cretion is most.desirable as being. fav- 
orable to the development of a high 
state of legislative wisdom and responsi- 
ility. In this matter of public works 
and public utilities, however, this doc- 
trine has not brought effective results 
but rather quite the contrary, and it 
is hard to escape the conclusion that, 
at present at least, we would derive 
benefit from a somewhat closer degree 
of constitutional provision in determin- 
ing how our ‘public works systems shall 
be created and administered. If, the 
coming convention shall reach this or 
a similar conclusion, it will then be its 
duty to study adopt a form and 
degree of direction.and limitation which 
it will impose on future Legislatures in 
framing laws relating to public works 
and utilities. 

Since the duration of the convention 
will at best be short in proportion to the, 
many matters. which will claim atten- 
tion, the opportunity for extended study 
and deliberation will be difficult to ob- 
tain for any except the most important 
matters.. It should therefore be the, 
duty of public-spirited men who are in- 
terested in this particular division of the 
State's activities—viz., its public ‘works— 
‘and particularly engineers interested in 
public -works, to give attention and 
ge! cae this.

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") Stocks Recede Furthér— Mis-| 
souri Pacific Developments 
a Considerable Factor. 


A number of factors combined yes- 
terday to increase pressure upon the 
market ‘and a larger net decline was 
shown than on’any.one of the previous 
three days of reaction. The sustaining 
force of the brilliant crop outlook, 
which was so clearly defined in Thurs- 
day’s Governmént report, was offset 
yesterday by some ‘specific items of un- 
favorable news as well as by increased 
uncertainty regarding the course which 
Mexican affairs might take. The idle 
car statement for the second half of 
April, showing a further lessening in 
the demand for railway equipment dur- 
ing that period, and the copper trade 
statement revealing a decrease in do- 
mestic deliveries of the metal, and an 
increase in the stocks in the hands of 
producers, were two of ‘the items bear- 
ing on trade conditions which were an 
influence in the market as a whole. 
The latter exerted more specific effect 
on the copper shares. 

Another and important influence in 
the day’s trading was the doubt which 
existed whether the. banking house 
which had the Missouri Pacific financ- 
ing under advisement would decide to 
go ahead with the matter or not. This 
was only a doubt. during Stock Ex- 
change hours, for it was not until after 
the close of trading that it was definite- 
ly announced that Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
had made known to the Missouri Pa- 
cific. management that that. firm did 
not sée its way clear to financing the 
property. It was explained that the rea- 
sons for this decision were set forth in 
a letter to the Missouri Pacific, which 
it is proposed to make public on Mon- 
day. Wall Street was quick to draw 
conclusions from this announcement, 
but it was intimated that the situation 
was not really a bad one. It was 
thought possible that a better aspect 
might be put on the situation by the 
full statement made to.the road by the 
bankers than was suggested by the bare 
statement made yesterday. It was re- 
ported in this connection that before 
making their letter to the Missouri Pa- 
cific public the bankers desired to give 
the Directors and management of the 
road ample opportunity to digest the 
communication sent to the company. 
Later in the day,. after this news 
reached the Street, there was a revision 
in the quotations previously made for 
Missouri Pacific notes. ‘They were. then 
quoted at 85 bid and offered at 92 in con- 
trast with sales on Thurdday as high as 
954%. It was expected that the resuit 
of yesterday’s developments would be 
that a less comprehensive plan would 
the Missouri 
Pacific and that renewed consideration 
would be given to the earlier proposal 
to extend the notes, which fall due on 
June 1. 

Trade sentiment, according to ihe 
weekly commercial reviews, has im- 
proved under the stimulus of the highly 
satisfactory crop outlook, but it is noted 
that actual progress has been slow. 
This, of course, is due in part to the 
fact that there is often a wide gap 
between promise and realization in the 
crops, but in any reasonable view of this 
matter full weight must be given to the 
fact that up to this time instead of any 
impairment there has been actual im- 
provement in the agricultural prospects. 
Another advance in. foreign exchange, 
in conjunction with a further’ stiffen- 
ing of discpunt rates at London, in- 
creased thé likelihood of further gold. 
engagements in this market. This pros- 
pect is not affecting. money. rates here 
at all. These are being held down by 
the steady strengthening of the cash 
position of the banks. Remotely at 
least they are also influenced by the 
impending change in the country’s 
banking system, which will’ Iead to. in- 
creased opportunities for the extension 
of. credit,

Decisions by the Appeals Court ang | t 
the Appraisers. 


The United Statés Colirt of Customs 
Appeals has taken adverse action in the 
protest case of Bartley B ers & Hall, 
dealing with the classification tinder the 
old law, of leather casés containing re- 
ceptacles to hold stamps, ¢ards, paper, 
envelopés, pens and pencils.

ONE APPRAISAL ENOUGH.

Judge McClelland of the Board of 
United States General Appraisers, sit- 
ting as a reappraisement official, de- 
cided yesterday that-customs appraisers 
are not warranted by law in making a 
second appraisement of. imported mer- 
chandise. The case before the General 
Appraiser was that of George W. Reed 
& Co., of San Francisco. It appears 
that after the firm’s merchandise was

the United States Appraiser, and passed 
as entered. 

The. Collector was dissatisfied with 
the values passed by the Appraiser and 
appealed for a reappraisement to the 
Board of General Appraisers. This ap- 
peal was dismissed as not having been 
received by the customs tribunal within 
the time specified by law: Then; upon 
the order of the Collector, the Ap- 
praiser, upon the face of the papers, 
without the’ presence of the goods, made 
a second appraisement which fixed the 
values largely in.excess of those deter- 
mined by. the .first -appraisement. ‘The
